On West School 


In Summer 


A June town meeting toconsider 
the West School Addition is prob= 
ably impractical, according to 
James St, Germain, chairman of 
the West School Additions’ building 
committee, 

St. Germain predicted a sum= 
mertime or September town meet= 
ing to give the green light to the 
project. He declared he would be 
**the most surprised person in 
the world if we get in there by a 
year from September,”* but said 
his committee. would proceed as 
fast as was consonant with sound 
and economical building, 

St. Germain predicted a prompt 
OK of the plans by the School 
Building Assistance Commission 
after the building and School Com= 
mittees checked out minor changes 
architect Frank Crimp has made 
at SBAC’s chairman William 
Black’s request, But he pointed out 
that the architect would need at 
least six weeks to turn the pre= 
liminary plans into working draw= 
ings for town approval, 

St. Germain said that his com= 
mittee is confident of town support 
for the school plans, which he said 
would not only add to the capacity 
of the West School, but make it a 
far better school = ‘‘a school for 
today and tomorrow.”® He said the 
safety factor and traffic control of 
the resulting school would be far 
better than at the existing school, 

**We have an experienced archie 
tect and a building committee 
drawn largely from the area; with 
plenty of experience~in construc= 
tion.*® St, Germain added that he 
was pleased by the calls he has 
received from area residents who 
say they are glad that something 
is being done at last, 

The School Committee Tuesday 
night made plans to take the West 
School Addition plans to May PTA 
meetings, after the plans have final 
approval from the town boards and 
the SBAC, The West and Sanborn 
School PTA*s will see the plans 
at their May 1 meetings, and 
School Committee members will 
bring them to the Shawsheen and 
South School PTA meetings on May 
8.

Martin Luther King, Jr. The human 
race of all colors and creeds has 
lost a great friend and leader. 

We express to his family and 
the Negro Community our deep 
sense of loss in a Christian leader 
who sought by non-violent action to 
bring into being the meaning of 
the words in our Pledge of Alle= 
giance: “‘with Liberty and Justice 
for all.°° 

We express further our 
Christian concern, and we believe 
his as well, that violence and 
bloodshed shall not further stain 
the soil in retribution for this 
tragedy, or in further violation of 
the principles for which Dr. King 
lived and died. 

Further, be it here declared as 
our conviction and witness that 
steps be taken forthwith to meet the 
implications of ‘*The Report of the 
President*’s Commission on Civil 
Disorders.” We consider this of 
first priority in our national life, 

Given in witness this Palm Sun= 
day, April 7, 1968. 

During the funeral services 
Tuesday in Atlanta, Ga., for Dr. 
King, town offices and stores in 
Andover were closed. 

Town Manager Richard J. Bowen 
arranged with the fire department 
to sound the tower bell 39 times in 
tribute to the 39 years of life 
given to Dr. King.

A Week Of Sadness 


Half-staffed flags in front of town hall, the fire station, 
library and post office flapped in a brisk wind Tuesday 
morning as Andover’s bells sounded a solemn requiem to 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Town offices and commercial establishments were 
closed out of respect to the martyred civil rights leader 
whose death shocked the nation. 


Andover expressed its sorrow in many ways. 

Scarcely twenty-four hours after an assassin’s bullet 
ended Dr. ‘King’s life in Memphis, ‘Tenn., members of all 
faiths gathered at an ecumenical memorial service at 
Christ Episcopal church where the clergy expressed the 
hope that the blood of the peace-loving Negro leader had 
not been shed in vain. 

An outgrowth of this service was the preparation of a 
message to the President by all of the clergy urging that 
Steps be taken at once to meet the implications of ‘‘The 
Report of the President’s Commission on Civil Dis- 
orders.”’ 

This staten:ent was read at the churches on Palm Sun- 
day and hundreds of Andover residents added their signa- 


on Sunday. As Holy Week began in the Christian world, 
many ministers likened the death of Dr. King to that of the 
Prince of Peace. 

Acting officially for the town, the selectmen Monday 
night adopted a resolution setting forth Andover’s deep 
regret, and ordered that the resolution be spread on the 
records for all future generations to see. 

During the funeral rites for Dr. King on Tuesday, a 
Strange quiet settled over the community. Downtown 
streets were almost deserted as the sound of the tolling 
bells echoed through the town. At Merrimack College, 
students thronged the chapel for a memorial service. 
People in their homes sat silently before television sets 
as the nation paid its final respects to the fallen leader. 

With Dr. King’s passing, .a sense of urgency can be felt 
on all sides. Everyone knows that steps must be taken at 
once to bring to an end the racial hatred that caused Dr. 
King’s assassination. 

The people of Andover know that this can be accom- 
plished. ‘For generations, Negro families have lived here 
in harmony with their white neighbors. Andover sponsors 
A Better Chance program as proof that it cares.

League Makes Survey 


The Andover League of Women Voters and units through- 
out the state are preparing to report on an extensive study 
of juvenile delinquency, its causes and its cures. 

In the current issue of the Bulletin published by the 
local LWV, Mrs. Richard Moody, who served as chairman 
of the juvenile offender study, reports on some of the 


findings of her committee. 


For one thing, the local group is of the opinion that an 
overhaul of the Youth Service Hoard is in order. The An- 
dover LVW wants closer ties with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education to improve programs made available 


at correctional institutions. 


The full report of the state organization will be ready 
next month. Based on consensus, the LVW will then 
lobby for many of the bills which have been introduced at 
this session of the legislature. - 

A few paragraphs from the Bulletin article by Mrs. 


Moody make good reading: 


After spending considerable time studying the juve- 
nile offender with an eye to improving the present pro- 
grams for the treatment of the juvenile, we agreed that 
the following areas need attention and improvement. 
More clinical (psychiatric, social worker, and medical) 
help should be available to probation officers and to 
the court to help diagnose problems and recommend 
effective rehabilitative steps in the early stages of 


the development of a juvenile delinquent. Equal status 
must be given to community prevention programs. Legis- 
lators have been willing to appropriate money for 
institutionizing the delinquent but unwilling to re- 

cognize the needs while the juvenile is in the commu- 


nity. This needs to change. 


Probation officers’ loads should be studied and an 
effort made to reduce their case load so that work may 
be effective on a one to one basis or in:small group 
therapy. There is also a serious shortage of shelter 
homes which should be made available as detention 
facilities and as part of the parole period. 'The local 
membership felt this need was of high priority. 


The major responsibility for the treatment of the 
juvenile in the state of Massachusetts rests with the 
Youth Service Board. After a careful examination of the 
structure and function of this board, it was agreed that 
a re-organization is necessary to insure greater dele- 
gation of authority and to reduce the span of control. 
This re-organization should also provide a closer 
working relationship with the department of education 
to improve present programs at Correctional institutions, 
as well as to develop programs in the public schools 
which would be more meaningful to the potential de- 


linquent. 


‘Control’ Law Offered 
As ‘Leash’ Substitute 


The selectmen at Monday night’s 
meeting received from J. Robert 
Landers of North Main St, a pro= 
posal for a **Dog Control Law’* 
which would be substituted-for the 
so-called ‘*Leash Law’* passed at 
the annual town meeting in March, 

It was brought out at the meeting 
that the suggested regulations pre= 
sented by Landers are adapted 
from the control law now in effect 
in Brookline, ; 

Landers’ plan is to present his 
control law as an article in a town 
meeting warrant, the article 
calling for the deletion of the entire 
present by-law adopted in March 
and the substitution in its place of 
the less restrictive ‘‘control by= 
law.”” 

The selectmen voted to receive 
the communication for study, 
During a brief discussion, Select 
man Sidney P, White told Town 
Manager Richard J. Bowen that he 
would like to see a drive put on 
by the dog officers to pick up all 
unlicensed dogs in the town, 

“This is already underway,” 
the marager assured White, ‘‘We 
are hav; g a run on dog licenses."* 

The board agreed to a sugges= 
tion by White that the Landers* 
communication be given to the 


press so that the public could be 
made aware of its contents, 

Provisions of the law are as 
follows: 

Section 1, Impounding of Dogs 

A. A dog officer may cause a 
dog to be impounded for any one 
of the following causes: 

(1) If found without a license 
when a license is required by law; 

(2) If found at large when in her 
oestrus cycle; 

(3) If found out of control in a 
school yard, public park or public 
playground; 

(4) If found out of control in a 
pack; 

(5) For having bitten, injured or 
physically molested any person; 

(6) For having bitten or injured 
any domestic animal; 

(7) For chasing any vehicle on 
a public way or way open to public 
traffic in the town; 

(8) If found at large, after having 
been ordered restrained by a dog 
officer, 

B, An impounded dog shall be re= 
leased to its owner or keeper upon 
payment of the pound fees and on 


the following additional conditions, 
if applicable; 
(1) In the case of a dog im= 


pounded under Section 1A (1) above, 
upon the obtaining of a license as 
required by law, - 

(2) Except as hereinafter pro= 
vided in Section 2, in the case of 
a dog impounded under section 1A 
(2) above, upon the agreement of 
the owner or keeper to undertake 
such restrictions or control of the 
animal as the Dog Officer shall 
require, 

(3) Dogs impounded and un= 
claimed by the owner or keeper 
after a ten day period, shall be dis~ 
posed of in accordance with the 
provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 140, Sece 
tion 151A, 

Section 2, Control of Dogs in 
Oestrus Cycle, 

If the dog officer determines 
that a dog in her oestrus cycle, 
even when confined to the property 
of the owner or keeper, is attract= 
ing other dogs to the area, which 
condition causes disturbance onor 
damage to neighboring property or 
public areas, he may impound the 
dog for the duration of the oestrus 
cycle, in releasing it thereafter 
to the owner or keeper upon the 
payment of pound fees; or the dog 
officer may require the owner or 
keeper to place and keep such dog, 
while in such cycle, in a kennel 
or to remove it from the area so 
that the nuisance is abated, 

Section 3, Restraint of Dogs, 

The dog Officer may order the 
owner or keeper of a dog to restrain 


a dog for any of the following 
causes: 

(a) For any of the causes listed 
in Section 1, A(3) to 1, A(7) in= 
clusive, 

(b) For having repeatedly 
littered on or caused damage to the 
property of others, 

(c) The dog officer, in his dise 
cretion, may remove an order of 
restraint if the owner or keeper 
of the dog satisfies him that the 
dog is unlikely to repeat its offense, 

Section 4, Penalty, 

If a dog which has been ordered 
restrained by the dog officer, is 
found at large or out of control or 
not restrained off the property of 
its owner or keeper, the owner or 
keeper shall be penalized by a fine 
not exceeding $15.00,

What Our 
" Readers Say 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

Along with countless thousands 
of ‘“‘white’® Americans, I was 
stocked by the assassination of 
Dr. Martin Luther King, a 
dedicated leader, an apostle 
of hope, a builder of the future, a 
believer in the ‘American Dream” 
- not a spokesman for despair and 
destruction, 

The act of violence was in itself 
disturbing, but over and beyond 
the horror of violence, his death 
has awakened a feeling of remorse 
and guilt. In common with those 
same countless thousands of white 
Americans, I have in the past 
viewed myself as a man of good 
will, not tainted with the tar of 
racial bigotry, pleased with the 
accomplishments of such men as 
Edward Brooke, Thurgood Mar= 
shall, Terry Carter, Willy Mays, 
and many others of their race who 
have gained for themselves posi- 
tions of respect and eminence in 
a predominantly white so- 
ciety. But there has been for us 
always the awareness that they 
are colored. On the one hand this 
has heightened their individual ac- 
complishments, but on the other 
hand it has represented a divisive 
force, and their children, although 
far from the ghetto, still face a 


handicap not shared by the offe: 


spring of the Kennedys, the Volpes, 
or the Saltonstalls, Dean Rusk is 
an American, but will his grande 
children be considered as Amerie 
cans only, or will they be first 
considered colored? For that 
matter, what about your grand- 
children, or mine? Somehow this 
feeling of difference must be eli« 
minated, Pure altruism is not re= 
quired; future self-interest de= 
mands it, 

As acorollary, our future self= 
interest demands the acceleration 
of programs to provide more posi= 
tive approaches to avoid the per= 
petuation of the “‘ghetto’® with all 
that word implies, We, inour daily 
lives, have been the lucky ones, 
insulated to a substantial degree 
from these problems, and we have 
left these problems for others to 
deal with, Each passing month 
brings closer our own involvement, 
If riots break out this summer, 
somehow they will be dealt with, 
and perhaps “order will be main= 
tained at all costs” = but what 
about next year and the next, and 
the next?
